One noticed, perhaps with more than pass- 


ing interest, a paragraph in the cables describ- 
ing what took place when the Facta cabinet 
fell. A paragraph to the effect that one of the 
first things accomplished was the dissolution 
of the communist party. 
How, one wondered, 


could the mere victory of one party result in 
the dissolution of an opposing party? 
How- 


could a "conservative party," by a mere gesture, 
dissolve a communist party? 


There is some authority for the assertion 


that this came about because, in their process of 
recruiting, the fascisti had absorbed a large 
percentage of the socialists and communists. 
It was done, the story goes, largely by means 
of terrorism. Peasants and industrial workers 
bulk large in the membership of the fascisti. 
It was the policy of the organization to prey 
upon those who were not members until they 
became distraught, and then to offer them im- 
munity and some measure of prosperity if they 
would become members. This practice was us- 
ually directed at leaders of importance in the 
communist and socialist parties, so that when 
they decided to come into the fold they might 
bring large following? with them. 


That this is true seems to be strongly sug- 


gested by the fart that the fascisti have ifot 
departed materially from the practices of the 
communsits and socialists. The fascisti main- 
tain an exacting attitude toward employers and 
landowners. 
IT compels the employment of 


idle workers without due regard for whether 
the employment, which must be paid for. is real 
or fictitious. In other words, the fascisti, at 
least in acquiring power, has felt that it must 
concede pretty much everything to the radi- 
cals whom it is supposed to be fighting. 
And 


after it has been obliged to adopt radical poli- 
cies to eet into power, one may doubt whether 
it can retain power without a continuation of 
these policies. 


Perhaps the coming general election will 


throw some light upon this subject. It may be 
that the fascisimo's appeals to the proletariat 
have been merely for the purpose of winning 
the election, and that when control of govern- 
ment is complete the new party will turn to the 
program of longer working hours and less pay 
for which the business interest of Italy had 
hoped, and without which their support of the 
fascisti may be expected rapidly to vanish.
